most distinguished ever addressed by a 
foreign lecturer. 

The Kaiser and Kaiserin, who sat in 
the front row on the rostrum, were the 
first to congratulate the ex-President 
on the completion of his lecture. During 
its delivery, the Kaiser frequently showed 
his approval and several times joined in

Mr. Roosevelt spoke in English, all the 
other exercises being conducted in Latin 
and Gernran. He added a number of ex- 
temporaneous remarks to his address, 
mostly of a humorous nature. For 30 
minutes following the lecture and the 
conferring of the honorary degree upon 
Mr. Roosevelt, he was the center of a 
group of royalty and notable educators. 

All the professors of the university 
were in evening clothes and the proc- 
tors wore gorgeous robes embellished 
with chains and medals. A_ student 
guard, with drawn swords, white 
breeches, yellow and black sashes and 
hussar boots, stood throughout the en- 
tire morning. 

A tremendous crowd waited outside 
of the university to get a glimpse of 
Mr. Roosevelt. The police drove the! 
crowd back, but the moment Mr. Roose. 
velt appeared and started for his au- 
tomiobile, the crowd swarmed past the 
mounted horsemen and surrounded the 
car. The chauffeur managed to get the 
machine started before the crowd be. 
fame too dense. Mr. Roosevelt stood up 
tnd amiled in response to the enthusias 
tie cheering. 

The address was a critical study of 
the growth and spread of civilization in 
Europe, with particular reference to 
Germany's part in the movement. It 
was not what might be called a popular 
lecture, being too analytical and fur- 
nishing Mr. Roosevelt but few oppor- 
tunities for his well known style of 
oratory. 

The greatest needs of civilization to 
day, he declared, were the homely, every-

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contractors on several different occasions. 

He said that the Whiting company 
has $750.000 invested in its business on 
which it is necessary to get 10 per cent 
returns.

The contractors side of the milk con-

The 
Statement that a Boston restaurant 
keeper cannot change from one con- 
tractor to another made by a representa- 
tive of the producers’ association before 
the committee was news to him, Mr. 
Whiting said, declaring that he has no 
knowledge of the existence of any such 
condition in Boston. 

He sought to show that the producers 
do not want to ship their milk to Boston 
by the independent shipment system, as 
he must in that case find his old custom- 
ers. A customer will not make a contract 
with the independent producer as the lat- 
ter cannot guarantee to take care of his 
customers when the milk supply falls off. 

The railroad rates at present permit 
any independent producer to ship his 
milk to Boston by purchasing a ticket at 
the station, Mr. Whiting said. He ex- 
plained further that the independent 
shipper’s milk would be put in the car 
leased by the contractor on that route 
for shipment to Boston.

Board Recommends New 
Type of Campaign Tat, 
Blanket Toll, lLeggins, 
Overcoat and Hlaversack.

DECREASES WEIGHT 


The-old familiar shoulder blanket roll 
of the dismounted soldier, the saber for 
infantry officers and the Alpine crease in 
campaign hats, overcoats and blouses, 
are to be relegated to the rear in both 
the regular army and militia of the 
Unfed States, if a board of infantry 
oflicers who have been studying the ques- 
tion of improved equipment for dis- 
mounted soldiers have their report ap- 
proved. A draft of the proposed changes 
has been at the State House. 
Adjutant-General William HH. Brigham 
and the sthte officers are not only inter- 
ested but pleased. 

Col, H. A. Greene, tenth United States 
infantry, was president of the board 
which studied conditions with a view of 
economy, reducing the weight of the sol- 
dier’s pack and adding to the facility for 
n soldier's personal movements. In the 
new eqi@pment they believe they have 
solved the problem. 

The new pack saves 10 pounds in 
weight. It consists of a cylindrical roll 
of canvas worn vertically on the back 
and contains blanket, poncho, rations and 
other necessities. It is so adjusted as to 
minimize the weight and affixed to the

water, will drop to the ground. It is left 
in a neat package, properly numbered 
nml easy to identify when the soldier 
goes back for it.

Instead of the saber for officers, it is 
recommended that enly the revolver be 
used. | 

For the hat, one of better quality than 
at present, with a wider rim, lower crown 
worn with the Montana peak, instead of 
the present style Alpine crease is ap- 
proved. Instead of lefther or canvas 
leggins the board recommends woolen 
strip leggin. 

The board would also do away with 
the overcoat except for garrison pur- 
poses. In its place they desire to have 
adopted a short coat or pea jacket 
similar to that now worn by troops in 
Alaska. And instead of wearing the 
present blouse, to equip the soldier with 
a moderately heavy sweater. This equip- 
ment they claim would give the soldier 
better marching facilities. 

Another new article recommended is 
the adoption of a slipper or gymnasium 
shoe. The board would have an extra 
kit carried in the escort wagon. One 
for each squad of a corporal and seven 
men, This kit to contain an extra 
blanket. pair of shoes and slipper or 
gym shoe and a combination housewife. 

The intrenching tool to still consist 
of a spade, pick matlock, bolo and wire 
cutter combined with pliers, but all fitted 
with insulated handles. 

The board wants an artificer’s box, 
made for each company containing re- 
pair tools and oil useful to repair minor 
damages to rifles.

NEW YORK—In its weekly comment 
upon the status of the iron and steel in- 
dustry, the Iron Age says: Activity in 
the iron markets is not to be expected 
while the compulsory adjustment of pig 
iron supply to demand is under way.

The 
market for steel-making iron is weaker, 
and in the Pittsburg district sales of 
basic iron have been at a new low level. 
A good many coke contracts have been 
negotiated in the last week. One 
put through in the East is for 450,000 
tons, deliveries extending over five years. 
More agricultural works have contracted 
for bars, transactions in the Chicago dis- 
trict amounting to 40,000 tons at $1.45.

Ile has had the members of the House com- 
mittee on postoffices and post roads at the 
White House for a conference and he 1s re- 
ported to have told them plainly that he 
would hold them responsible for the success 
of the bill, which they have held up by their refusal to report it 
favorably. The leaders of the party have been given to understand

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and multiples thereof, from the proceeds of which the government 
shall take up three per cents now outstanding; and further, that 
deposits of postal funds shall be secured by government bonds and 
other securitics against which the taxing power shall lie. The 
hoard of trustees created by the bill shall determine whether deposits 
shall be made in first-class postoffices only or accepted at postoffices 
of all classes. 

The compromise provisions considered at the conference will 
he submitted to a Republican caucus at an early date and the bill will 
be changed until it is in shape to meet the approval of a working 
majority of the House. The only “insurgent” on the committee, 
Murdock of Kansas, says he will enter the caucus and abide by the 
result. It is possible that the Republicans may rush the bill through 
under a special rule that will not permit of general amendments. 

Success is promised for the administration in getting through 
another of its measures. It is significant that the executive com- 
mittee of the American Bankers Association at its meeting a few 
davs since vielded to the postal savings plan, after finding it not 
feasible to segregate or set apart the deposits in the savings bank 
departments of the national banks.

With this understanding of the matter, the middle West. or, 
more properly speaking, the Mississippi valley, may very well keep 
up the agitation for deeper and better waterways, but in the mean- 
time, if it be wise, it will see to it that rail transportation adequate 
to the new demands likely to be made upon it shall be provided. If 
it can, by equitable arrangement, bring about.a combination between 
the railroads and the waterways, so that slow freight in great bulk 
may be advantageously moved over the latter, so much the better. 
To refrain from doing anything, however, in anticipation of the 
government's spending hundreds of imillions on the Mississippi and 
ts tributaries would be a mistaken policy. It is fairly certain that 
the government will not expend any great portion of its revenues 
upon the waterways of the middle West until the middle West shall 
have made it clear beyond a doubt that it would use the improved 
waterways in preference to the railroads.
